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DESCRIBE THE PRESENT AND ORIGINAL (IF KNOWN) PHYSICAL APPEARANCE

This is a late 19th century Victorian mansion of brick and detached with an
alley to the right side. It is approximately five bays wide and three bays in depth
with a 2-1/2 story brick "L" shaped wing two bays wide and approximately six bays
long, formerly with a long side balcony with ornate Victorian cut banisters but now
with several two story new side extensions. All brickwork is of unpainted common
bond. The front facade consists of a center section fronted by an early style cement
block porch with a front sidewall and columns with square capitals supporting the
frieze, dentil trimmed, and porch roof.

On either side are three story brick bay window towers with hexagon shaped peaks
topped by wooden caps surmounted by spheres on short pedestals. These peaks and the
center third story mansard sections are covered by slate decorated by a band of white
and red fish scale slates and white slates spell out "H" and "Z" on each tower roof
for Horace Zacharias, the builder and long time resident. At the base of the center
mansard section is a moulded cornice with large dentils and the side towers have
moulded cornices ornamented with richly carved raised floral garlands. The central
entrance is of large double doors of panels with a round arched transom with a denti’
trimmed transom bar and leads to a vestibule with tiled wainscoating, an ornate tilec
floor with the letters "HCZ" (initials of the first owner) and the inner set of doors
with glass panels and transom of leaded glass lozenge shaped sections. On either
gside are round arched windows, and all other front windows are 1/1 sash with transoms
and moulded transom bars with two or three row header segmental arches. Center sec-
tion windows are very narrow. In the center of the mansard section is a double
dormer window of casements with pilasters and attached pillars with a pyramidal slate
roof topped by a finial similar to those on the towers. The third story "tower"
windows are also of casements. Rear and side windows are of 2/2 sash with two row
header segmental arches. The rear of the front section also has a slate mansard roof
with the top sloping to the rear. Among others is a large chimney corbelled out

from the right wall. There are round N brace terminals also in the right wall.
The building sets on a low fieldstone =) foundation. The front is paved in a
herringbone brick pattern and there is a side lawn area.
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This Victorian mansion gives class to the streetscape of E. Third Street and
blends well with the other late 19th century houses of Victorian design. The
builder-owner resided here for the first half of this century.
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
